The maximum number ina 
class is fifteen, and it is claimed that 
more has been accomplished in the 
past two months, than is done in the 
average school in one term, in spite of 
the fact that the children are abnor- 
mally deficient. The promoters of 
the school contend that results which 
can be counted as nothing less than 
wonderful have been accomplished. 

The force of this report may be 
more strongly felt if it isstated that 
sixty is the average number of pupils 
in a grade or class in the secondary 
schools in that city.

In commenting upon the Pittsburg 
Teachers’ Salary Commission the editor 
of the Journal of Pedagogy says, 
‘With a view to a fair and impartial 
re-adjustment of the salaries of the 
teachers in the schools below the eighth 
grade, the Board of Education of Pitts- 
burgh about a year ago divided the 
teachers of the public schools, below 


the high schools into two classes to be 
known as A and B, with definite 
schedule of salaries for teachers in each 
class. Class B consists of teachers 
who have been enrolled in it by a 
commission empowered for that 
purpose; all teachers not enrolled 
in class B constitute class A. This 
commission, consisting of five mem- 
bers, desiring to secure a just and 
equitable basis for enrollment, held 
last spring an examination, designed 
to test the professional knowledge and 
progressiveness of the candidates. The 
questions were free from technicalities, 
and brought out breadth of view rather 
than mere text-book acquisition. 
Among the questions were these: ‘‘De- 
scribe your ideal school.’’ ‘‘What is the 
important work of the school room ?’’ 
‘‘Show clearly what you understand 
by the term culture.’’ ‘‘What educa- 
tional magazines do you read? Why 
do you prefer these? Give asummary 
of wo articles that have appeared 
within the last four mounths.’’ ‘‘Give 
your reason why a teacher should be 
familiar with the history of educa- 


tion.”7 
‘In the entire paper there was no 


question which an intelligent teacher 
could not answer with perfect ease, and 
in her ability to make a_ creditable 
showing ought to deprive a teacher, no 
matter how long her experience, of 
enrollment in class B. The Pittsburg 
plan is more likely to give recognition 
to teaching ability and professional 
spirit than the methods usually in 
vogue in the large cities. It provides 
for adequate recognition of personality, 
character and, class-room efficiency, 
but by means of the examination which 
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the salary commission has decided to 
employ, a check is placed upon any 
tendency to recommend for enrollment 
teachers whose general education and 
professional knowledge may be defec- 
tive.” 

We trust that many of the Indiana 
graduates who are teaching in the 
schools of Pittsburg may be found in 
the ranks of class B. Most gratifying 
reports of their earnestness, enthusi- 
asm and professional spirit come to us 
from time to time.
